"So far-no farther.', 
Thus in four words does Sen- 
ator Oilie James of Kentucky 
epitomize the purport of the 
American note to Germany ea^ 
bled by Secretary ofState Bryan 
to Ambassador Gerard at Beriin, 
President Wilson speaks for 
civilization," declares Senator 
James.

In one place the hoard 
of health heard this lecture in a body

Mr. Dixon, it will be recalled, is a 
brother of Thomas Dixon, who 
wrote the "T eopard Spots," and of 
Dr. A. C. Dixon, pastor of tiie Spur 
genn church in London. 

He w.is born In North Carolina, 
after the Civil War, of Scotch-Irish 
parents, and pra<luated from the 
University of his native state. He 
taught school a year, entered the 
ministry, held pastorates in West 
Virginia, California and Connecticut, 



and about twelve years ago passed 

from the pulpit to l!ie platform, 
where he at once achieved national 
distinction. In fact, he is regarded to- 
day as one of the mo-t forceful and 
convincing lecturers on tiic Ameri 
an platform.

Put it has not been made merely 
a better romni'inity mor.illy and in- 
tellectually It has been nrnle bet 
fer in n bti^inrss way aNo. These 
ihiiii;- u rk t 'ljether, and it is im- 
possible \<> brtter a community in- 
tellectually and morallv and not at 
the same time better that commun* 
ity commercially. The man who is 
made to think more of himsrlf, to 
appreciate his own individnalitv 
more, is bound to want to takr tr^r 
care of himself, t'< clothe himself bet- 
ter, to huihl a brtter house tO live in, 
to ride in a better carriage or auto- 
mobile, and as he docs these things 
he will also think more of his family, 
more of his children, more of hi* 
neighbors and his community, and 
when hr dors these things he he- 
'■.nii'v A .rth more to bini^rif, his 
family, his business, his community 
and his country. We challenge ex- 
ception to this rule. 

Go into any community where a 
force of thi^ kind has been workini; 
for a number of years, and you will 



fin.l that the whole appearance of 
that comnuinity is changed. VV^^ 
might cite vou to town after town 
that we have watched personal!]^, 
and we could tell you of «'nie of tne ^ 
splendid developments of these 
towns, much of which can be traced 
back directly to its source m Vm 
1,'reat LhauiauM"'' movement— thiS 
moral, this intellectual movein. nt. 

But after all. the point that we 
wish to make in this article shouldT 
be of direct and special interest to 
e\ery retail merchant, men whose^ 
bii-iiu-s succe-s (lejiends largely 
u|.oii tlicir coinimmiiv deve!o|)ment^ 
The ori;.:inal idea of the Cb iiilaiKH! y 
movement was to bring noted tcach^ 
crs, men and women who have ac- 
complished things, into the com*, 
muniiv where the people ttiight re^ 
ceive teaching and inspiration fr 'lu 
them first hand But this movement^ 
las grown until n-w -tir Cbaul.iu- 
qua has become the i:ieat .\meiicau 
forum, where the pnMic meets lol 
hear discussed problems and ipies- 
tions of moment. It has become ^ 
place where the reformer, the pol-^ 
itician, the educator finds open 
minds to receive his teaching andf 
theories. 

But again we rei>cat, comparative- 
ly few people have thought of this*^ 
movement as a business force, and 
c,,nse<piently the subject of business 
has been given very little considera- 
tion in this movemmt, notwith- 
standing the fact that iu the ^;real~ 
majority of instances the co opera- 
tkm and backing of the business men 
of the community have been neces- 
sary' to the success of the movemeat^ 
in that community .
